first 'Vear ot interning while the 
other four do so after a complete 
year of interning." Students at the 
latter universities have no choice 
ot internship. The president pointed 
out that Dr. A. D. Kelly ot the 
Canadian Medical Association sug- 
gested that in order to tackle this 
problem It would be necessary to 
place all medical colleges on the 
same footing regarding the grant- 
ing of degrees. It was stressed that

Residence foriSOO Students

In this overcrowded city ot 
Montreal today, citizens, are faced 
with an acute housini(j|âiwt«ge. 
For students livIng?lnWorVrncar 
Montreal the question of where to 
live does not present as serious a 
probleip as out of town students 
have to face. Where are the 'for- 
eign' students going to live in an 
already overcrowded city? 

The McGill Rooms Registry has 
undertaken to solve this problem. 
For the past five or six years- thi.s 
organization has been finding rooms 
for students from out of town 
last year ^ over 1,000 , rooms were 
obtalneàitnrôugha^ 
yeâirffweïFSliïnlzâROT 
through the voluntary services ot 
sixty members from the Alumnni 
Association of the Graduates Soc- 
iety, under the supervision ot Mrs. 
Bain. Over 600 students' applied at 
the agene^^^gcc in the Union; 
many weîî'^iveh direct aid in 
finding rooms, while others were 
helped indirectly through its ef- 
forts. The registry had approx- 
imately 060 rooms from which to 
choose, of which they used over 
300, 



In order to secure ^this file the 
registry had landladies phone Into 
the' Registrar's office, and the ap- 
plications were fonyarded to Mrs. 
Bain's office. Diirlng' thee' weeks ot 
August 28-October 6, students ap- 
plied at the office tor the type of 
room Ihcy required, and either ac- 
cepted the offer given, or were 
given advice as to the best location 
for them. 



There were all shapes and sizes 
of rooms' available;, in such far- 



away, places -as .'Woodlands, Cha 
teauguay; and Westrhount. Most ap 
plicants wanted a room practically 
on the campus,, and quite a number 
were, settled /near,^ the . Uiiii^^^ 
The studenti'Hà'd a^wldc varleiy^^p! 
looms from which to choose; therp 
were single rooms with and with 
out kitchen privileges, double 
rooms where students could work 
for their board, apartments for 
married couples,, and for studentjs 
rich enoitgh to afford one. 

The rates varied as much as the 
type ot rooms; tor a single room, 
anywhere from $5-18, depending ''on 
the number of, meals 
Double rooms were abotil 
the rates charged for slnglcsT 

The registry had a rather cos 
mopolitan atmosphere with all the 
continents represented. In the 
Dominion, every province 'except 
P£.L wM^^swesenled; U.S.,'.»tud' 
ents appl^Sftme.fiom 20 sUtiek' 
The /eliiious ^dénominations varied 
from Hinduism: to atheism. 

The . McGill Rooms Registry was 
administered by the 'Town and 
Gown* Club, better known ai the 
Women's Asfociation ot McGill. 
Last year this was taken over by 
the women of the Alumni Assoc 
iation of McGill, who gave their 
time voluntarily to this work. Much 
credit is due to the iwives of the 
professors who organized and ad- 
ministered the department.

That it is 
easy to carry a crowd, to great length is an 
axiom among dcinoiîstraîofs, but on the other 
hand it looks as tiiouEli^thc Waseka students 
were far more conscious of their principles 
and beliefs than the McGill students were of 
theirs. The Tokyo riots had their basis in 
more than nn imorRnnized demonstration, and 
althougli tlicsc riots can in no way be con- 
doned there is more than a passing thought 
in litem for McGill Sliidcnl<;-r^U.

Once again the Montreal Museum 
o/ Fine Arts -has brought another 
Interesting exhlbiton to the city. 
"So This is Paris" brings with it 
the Parisian atmospliere known in 
smaller measure by all residents of 

the narrow streetvthe squares and 

churches. Along with f-'fanioiis 
French artists like Corot, Dufy, 
Manet Pissarro, Sislcy, Utrillo, and 
Van Gogh, are names of Icjscr- 
known artists — French, American, 
and Canadian— who have in- turn 
attempted to translate the life of 
Paris with their brush. 

" La Marche aux Fleurs" 
Probably the most striking paint- 
ing in tlic show is "La Marche aux 
Fteurs" by M.-F. Flrmin-Glrard. Its 
very 8'M .difitlnguisbaKit..B8 an 
ambitious achievcmiént^'^^'ÀIth^ 
its photographically accurate style 
has fallen into tlie discard in con- 
temporary painting. H still remains 
as a remarkably lively and pleas- 
ing scene — the colourluiiy-drcsscd 
women and children, the bright 
flowers strewn -about,' and'.tHo .cn-. 
Ihuslastic vendors make a vivaci- 
ous and wholly enjoyable picture 
of an older Paris at Its cheerful 
best. Contrast with this tdc modern 
abstract composition of "Facade" 
and "Rooftops" by Jnnlcc Biaia 
The latter' paintings give little of 
the atmosphere peculiar to Paris, 
and I found I could summon up 
little more than a certain pica.sure 
In choice of colour and a definite 
absence of any emotion whatever. 
Palntinga of Special Interest 
Three smaller paintings were in- 
teresting both from the standpoint 
of subject-matter and composition. 
"Evening Shower, Paris" and 
"Lady on the Boulevard" by 
Maurice Prendergast arc placed 
side by side, and together con- 
tribute a misty, lamp-lit view of 
wet . Parjs'^ streets and umbrella- 
protectcd''^fÏ6Ùres. ' "Nursery'* by 
Eva' Gonzales Is an, enchanting 
muted study of a row of silent 
grey-garbed orphans. 

Utrillo is wcli-rcpresenled by 
four excellent paintings which re- 
flect (lis feeling for bright colour 
and the loose strokes character- 
istic of his style. I particularly 
liked "Rue Sl.-Vlncent de Paul" 
whbseibw of while-washed houses 
stand out against a brilliant sky. 

Two very pleasing, although not 
Parisian-like themes, are found in 
Corot'a . "Environs de Paris" and 
Sisley's "La Route dc Versailles" 
Slslcy's clean, airy study of a 
road beneath a radiant expanse 
of sky is, in particular, a refreshing 
experience when one turns from 
the dark and heavy, compositions 
of Luigl Loir. 

Edy-Legrand's "Arc de Tri- 
omphe" and Max Beekmann's 
"Sacrc Coeur" are brittle, sparkling 
studies by modern painters. 

A' Notable Pissarro 

The "Place du Havre" by Pis- 
sarro is certainly one of the gems 



of Hie exhibition. HU • peculiar 
dotted technique imparts a glitter* 
Ing surface to street, buildings, and 
bustling crowds, creating a brllUant 
sun-drenched atmosphere, Van 
Gogh's "Pont Neuf lacks the viol- 
ent energy apparent In later works, 
with its sombre theme of yellow 
sky, bridge, and dark fishermen. 

"So This' Is Paris" Is a com- ■ 
prehenslve and fasclniting colleo< 
tinn of styles, places, and people.

Cii Oct. 12 about three thousand 
people, from everywhere in the 
U.S.A.. met : in ^ Washington, ,. where 
the United Wori'd''Fedcralis^' held 
their fourth national convention. 
Delegates from a'l U.W.F. chapters 
c.imc from 48 states, rcsprcscnting 
the 38 thousand members of the 
movement. 

At the same time, U.W.F. held 
its student convention. 'Over 300 
students from American univer- 
sities, colleges and high school, 
discussed policy matters, elected 
national officers and reported on 
their activities during :tie past year. 

Cord Meyer, past president of the 
U.W.F. addressed thé students in 
n strong plea : for. a ; truly world- 
wide federation including the 
U.S.S.R. and its satellites as op- 
posed to a partial union restricted 
to democratic pountrics. Mr. Meyer 
believes that a partial federation 



•would hasten rather than stop 
the arms rare between the East 
and West, and would probably re- 
sult in an inevitable atomic conflict. 
Besides, such a Western Union 
would antagonize . India, Malaya. 
Indonesia and most Asiatic nations 
which would refuse to commit 
themselves so openly. 

The student convention was 
opened by Alan Cranston, presi- 
dent of U.W.F. Mr. Cranston com- 
mented on the student orgahlza 
lion's loss of nearly 3,000 members 
in the past ^ year.' This loss was 
due io tlie Korean crisis and to 
a growing tendency of the AmcrU 
can public not to Join any new 
political organizations. 

The delegates spent three da.v; 
and nights studying committee re- 
por s. and planning j.thctr activities 
for the next, twelve months.
